Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  for  your  consideration  my  Annual  Report 
dealing  v/itli  the  Sanitary  conditions  and  the  Health  of  the 
Borough  during  the  year  ending  December  31st.  1939. 

Owing  to  the  Mar  the  Minister  of  Health  suggests  that  the 
Report  should  be  materially  shortened,  and  owing  ’to  the  same 
cause  the  statistics  from  the  Registrar-  General  will  not  be 
available  till  the  middle  or  end  of  the  SuiTiiuer,  and  the  receipt 
of  th^c  should  be  avmited  before  comjpleting  the  Report,  this 
will  explain  why  my  Report  is  so  late  and  very  short. 

AREA . 

The  area  of  the  Borough  is  3,633  acres. 

F PJJJLAIM0_N ._ 

The  population  of  the  Borough  by  the  Census  of  1931  was 
3,608;  Males  1,783,  Females  1,823,  the  population  by  the  Census 
of  1921  was  3,518. 

The  Registrar-General  estimates  the  population  of  the 
Borough  in  1939  was  (a)  3,695  Tor  calculation  of  the  Birth  rate, 
and  (b)  3,706  for  calculation  of  the  Death  rate,  so  I am  assuming 
that  these  figures  are  correct  for  the  working  out  of  the  statistic 
of  this  Annual  Report.

There  is  some  overcrowding  in  the  Town,  chiefly  due  to  the 
birth  of  infants,  or  Children  reaching  the  age  of  ten  years. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SE^'/ERAOE . 


The  drainage  of  the  Town  Is  quite  satisfactory,  all  the  sewage 
being  carried  to  the  Sewage  ’Vorks  and  Earm  for  treatment.  No  river 
pollution  can  take  place  as  there  are  only  tuo  small  brooks  near 
the  To\7n>  and  these  find  their  v.^ay  into  the  Reservoir  belonging  to 
the  Grand  Union  Canal. 


SCAVENGING. 

^'he  scavenging  of  the  Tovm  is  carried  out  by  the  Corporation; 
all  the  house  refuse  and  ashes  are  collected  once  a week  and  removed 
to  an  old  brickyard  off  the  London  Road. 

WATER  SUIILY. 

The  -'^ater  supply  of  the  Town  is  chiefly  from  the  Corporation’ s 
ov/n  property  at  Dodford,  where  there  is  a deep  spring  in  the  middle 

lias,  this  though  somewhat  hard,  is  a perfectly  pu^e  supply. 

There  is  also  a Private  supply  of  water  from  Borough  Hill,  v/hich 
supplies  many  houses.  This  water  is  also  perfectly  pure. 


ROOD  AND MILK. 

The  Food  suwply  of  the  Town  is  premises  where  it 

is  stored  or  ex3DOsed  for  sale  are  quite  satisfactory.  No  case . of 
food  poisoning  v’as  reported  in  the  Borough  during  the  year. 

The  milk  supply  is  also  good  and  there  is  a plentiful  supply. 
The  Sanitary  Inspector  in  his  report  deals  fully  with  the  question 
of  Pooc.  and  Milk  in  the  Borough. 

FACTORIES  ACT,  1937. 

The  Factories  Act,  1937?  is  carried  out  in  this  Town  in  a 
satisfactory  manner;  inspections  were  frequently  raade  during  the 
year,  a few  cases  of  defects  under  Tart  I of  the  above  ^-^ct  \/cre 
noticed,  but  on  attention  being  drawn  to  the  matter  they  were  at 
once  rectified.  Ta0po  is  no  underground  bakehouse  in  the  Borough, 
and  care  has  been  taken  to  see  that  Bakers  keep  their  bakehouses,  in^ 
a oro'oerly  clean  state,  and  that  ohey  are  whitervashed  at  the  regular 

periods.

All  licences 
were  renewed  for  12  months  and  this  will  have  to  be  done  each  year 
in  future. 


After  the  V/ar,  some  of  these  premises  v/ill  require  to  be 
altered,  and  if  these  alterations  are  not  carried  out,  this 
Authority  will  have  to  consider  the  v/ithdrawal  of  the  licence.
